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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-11, 13-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 
The non-obvious features are: 

As per independent claim 1: An electric motor having a rotating drive shaft that rotates 
about a second axis, which is coupled to the rotating shaft of the switching device through a gear 
mechanism wherein the drive shaft of the electric motor drives the rotating shaft to switch 
the switching device high-voltage power breaker on and off, wherein the first axis of the drive 
shaft runs parallel to the second axis of the rotating shaft in a common horizontal plane, and 
wherein the gear mechanism is a lever mechanism connected to the rotating shaft and the drive 
shaft including remaining claim limitations. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

USPN 4,260,865 to Horiuchi discloses a circuit breaker; 

USPN 5,584,383 to Matsuo discloses an operating mechanism for circuit breaker; 
USPN 5,856,643 to Gress discloses an electrical switching apparatus.
